Lady  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Buckley  Urban  District  for  the  year  1967. 

In  I96I  Census  gave  a population  of  7,659* 

The  estimated  population  for  June  1967  was  8,880  an  increase  of  350 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  212,  40  more  than  in  19 66  and  in 
consequence  the  birth  rate  is  23*87  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1967, 
compared  with  20*16  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1966. 

For  comparison  with  other  areas  the  adjusted  birth  rate  is  27*21  which 
is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  ^rales,  at  17*2  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion. 


The  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  totalled  86,  22  fewer  than  in  1966, 
so  that  the  crude  death  rate  is  9*68  per  1,000  of  the  home  population. 

There  was  1 death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age,  compared  with  5 
in  1964,  1 in  1965  and  6 in  19 66,  giving  a.  rate  of  4*71  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  18*3*  There  was  one  still-birth;  this 
gives  a still-birth  rate  of  4*69  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  14*8. 

The  principal  single  cause  of  death  was  again  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  44  of  the  86  deaths  during  the  year. 

Cancer  accounted  for  13  deaths,  7 fewer  than  1966.  There  were  5 deaths 
from  Cancer  of  the  lungs  or  bronchus  compared  with  7 in  1966., 

This  year  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Accidents  accounted 
for  1 death.  There  were  no  deaths  from  motor  accidents,  compared  with  3 in 
1966. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  in  1967  and  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  80  cases  of  measles,  1 of 
Pneumonia.  There  T/ere  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  to  all  your  Officials,  particularly  you? Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  B.  Marsland,  who  has  supported  me  loyally.

The  Buckley  Urban  District  is  situated  on  a foothill  of  the  Clwydian 
Range  to  the  North  East  of  the  County  of  Flint,  and  is  bounded  on  the  North, 
East  and  South  by  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  and  the  North,  West  and  South 
by  the  Holywell  Rural  District. 

The  subsoil  is  clay  in  the  greater  part  of  the  area.  Below  are  the 
lower  coal  measures,  now  very  little  worked.  The  principal  industries  are 
Cement,  Brick,  Tile  and  Pipe  Works,  together  with  Agriculture. 

In  the  past  times,  Buckley  residents  worked  within  the  district,  but 
with  the  closing  of  the  Elm  Colliery  in  the  nineteen  thirties,  and  the  decay 
of  the  pottery  industry,  many  of  the  local  inhabitants  found  work  in  the 
Shotton  Steelworks,  at  Courtaulds  fibre  plant  at  Flint,  and  in  other  local 
industries.  With  the  building  of  so  many  new  houses,  Buckley  has  become  an 
attractive  residential  area.  With  the  cost  of  land  soaring  in  the  ^irral 
and  Merseyside,  many  people  have  found  that  they  can  buy  homes  in  this  district 
at  reasonable  prices  and  they  travel  to  and  from  their  place  of  work  daily.  To 
provide  sdrvices  for  the  increasing  population  will  call  for  a great  deal  of 
work  in  the  future.  Shops,  schools  and  sewerage  will  have  to  be  provided. 

It  is  clear  that  in  time  to  come  there  will  be  vast  housing  estates 
engulfing  Buckley  and  joining  together  Buckley  with  Hawarden  and  Mold.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  old  local  spirit  of  co-operation  and  mutual  aid  will 
not  be  lost.

From  these  figures  it  will  he  seen  that  the  population  was  in  a 
healthy  condition  with  a high  birth  rate  (above  the  national  figure) 
and  a death  rate  (slightly  below  the  national  figure). 

These  were  212  live  births  (106  boys  and  106  girls)  This  includes 
13  illegitimate  births  (4  boys  and  9 girls). 

There  was  one  still-birth,  and  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year. 

There  were  40  more  babies  bom,  and  22  fewer  deaths  amongst  the 
population  than  in  1966.

The  deaths  totalled  86  (45  males  and  41  females).  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  caused  44  deaths,  and  cancer  in  one  form  or 
another  13 . Bronchitis  caused  5 deaths  and  pneumonia  5.  There  were  no 
deaths  due  to  motor  accidents  and  no  suicides.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis . 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  - The  Flintshire  County  Council  employ  District  Nurse/ 
Midwives,  the  services  of  whom  are  available  to  the  residents  of  Buckley. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  - Five  qualified  Medical  Practitioners  reside  in 
the  Buckley  area^  of  these  five,  four  are  Principals  in  practice  and  three 
have  assistants.  Altogether,  Principals  and  Assistants,  there  are  eight 
Medical  Practitioners  available  for  the  population  of  Buckley  and  contiguous 
rural  areas. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES  - The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Chester,  and  the  Public  Analyst,  Chester. 

HOSPITALS  - ISOLATION  - None.  Infectious  cases  requiring  isolation  are  now 
admitted  to  an  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Colwyn  Bay,  Wrexham  or 
Clatterbridge. 

SMALLPOX  - None. 

'TUBERCULOSIS  - None.  Cases  from  the  area  are  sent  to  Llangwyfan  Hospital 
near  Denbigh. 

MATERNITY  - None.  The  Catherine  Gladston  Maternity  Home  is  situated  at 
Mancot,  approximately  four  and  a half  miles  away.  Pathological  cases  may 
be  sent  to  one  of  the  Chester  Hospitals, 

CHILDRENS  - None.  Children  are  admitted  to  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary 
Maelor  General  Hospital  V/rexham,  or  occasionally,  in  special  cases,  at  the 
Childrens  Hospital,  Myrtle  Street,  Liverpool. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS  - Emergency  cases  may  be  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  or 
City  Hospital,  Chester  or  occasionally  to  the  Mold  Hospital. 

PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  - ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  - Provision  is  made 
by  the  County  Council  at  Bersham  Hall. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  - The  supervision  of  cases  under  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  - This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
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CLINIC AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  rrELFARE  - There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Centre  and 
Infant  Child  Welfare  Centre  conducted  by  the  County  Council  at 
the  new  Clinic , Buckley , the  former  on  the  first  and  third  Monday 
afternoon  and  the  latter  every  Monday  afternoon. 

DAY  NURSERIES  - None. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS  - A school  clinic  is  supervised  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  Assistants  and  is  held  on 
Tuesday  of  each  week  in  the  New  Clinic f Buckley. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARIES  - None  in  the  area.  There  is  a Chest 
Clinic  at  "Oaklands",  Queensferry,  at  which  the  Chester  Physician 
and  his  Assistants  see  patients  once  a fortnight. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  - None.  Cases  are  sent  to  the  special  clinics 
at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Chester  by  arrangement  between  the  County 
Authorities  and  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.

There  were  fewer  cases  of  measles , 80  notifications  compared  with 
90.  There  were  no  notifications  of  Dysentery  during  the  year.  Buckley 
was  fortunate  in  escaping  this  complaint , which  can  spread  rapidly  amongst 
young  children,  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months,  mainly.  Improvements 
to  lavatory  accomodation  and  in  kitchen  arrangements  were  achieved  in  local 
schools  with  the  co-operation  of  the  head  masters  and  staff.  Good  hygiene 
is  the  best  means  of  controlling  this  complaint. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year  and  one 
notification  of  pneumonia.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  main  new  legislation  which  came  into  force  during  1967  was  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967*  Though  Part  III  of  this  Act  does  not  come  into 
operation  until  next  year,  the  Act  will  give  Local  Authorities  power  to 
remove  abandoned  vehicles  and  restrict  unauthorised  dumping  of  refuse,  etc. 

The  administration  of  Part  III  will  provide  considerable  work  for  the  Depart- 
ment, but  should  produce  satisfactory  results  in  a general  tidying  up  of 
areas  of  land  where  dumping  has  taken  place. 

The  use  of  paper  sacks  for  the  storage  of  refuse  has  continued  to 
increase,  and  at  the  end  of  1967  six  hundred  and  sixty  seven  (667)  properties 
had  been  provided  with  paper  sack  units.  This  has  assisted  in  the  general 
increase  in  productivity  within  the  department  and  even  though  one  hundred 
and  ninety  (190)  new  properties  have  been  completed  during  the  year  the 
service  has  been  able  to  maintain  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

In  the  sphere  of  housing  the  Government  issued  the  publication  "Older 
Houses  into  New  Homes"  in  which  is  emphasized  the  need  of  the  improvement 
of  old  houses  by  the  provision  of  the  standard  amenities  of  a bath  room, 
hot  and  cold  water  and  food  store.  It  cannot  be  too  often  emphasised  the 
need  for  these  improvements  to  be  carried  out,  as  otherwise  within  a few 
years  these  older  houses  will  have  to  be  considered  under  the  Council's 
Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  question  of  noise  is  increasingly  being  complained  of  by  residente 
of  private  properties  and  during  the  year  some  ninety  nine  (99)  visits  were 
carried  oht  on  these  investigations.  These  investigations  are  becoming 
technical  in  nature  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  measurement  of  noise  has 
to  be  carried  out  to  ascertain  if  a nuisance  exists.  I have  received  consider- 
able assistance  from  the  Flintshire  College  of  Technology  by  the  loan  of  their 
sound  level  meter  and  by  the  advise  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Electrical 
Engineering  Department . 

Th©  department  is  increasingly  being  required  to  concern  itself  with  the 
problems  of  the  fitness  of  food  for  human  consumption  and  this  service  is  of 
benefit  to  the  housewife  and  assists  in  the  prevention  of  diseases.  The 
number  of  food  shops  has  decreased  during  the  year  but  the  opening  of  a large 
self-service  store  has  probably  been  one  of  the  causes  of  this  decrease. 

The  sale  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  within  the  Urban  District  has 
caused  some  concern  as  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  are  some  twelve 
Producer  Retailers  of  raw  T.T.  Milk.  During  the  year  an  increasing  number  of 
milk  samples  were  taken,  two  of  the  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  Brucella  Abortus.  Tr,ith  the  assistance  of  the  County  Public  Health 
Officer  samples  were  taken  at  the  farms  to  ascertain  the  animals  concerned 
and  suitable  measures  were  taken  by  either  arranging  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk  or  the  removal  of  the  animal  from  the  herd. 
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HOUSING 


Progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  demolition  of  properties 
which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in  completion  of  the  Slum  Clear- 
ance proposals  submitted  in  1954*  The  continuation  of  the  Council's  Slum 
Clearance  programme  is  dependant  on  further  new  Council  House  construction 
for  the  re-housing  of  families  displaced.  Details  of  properties  dealt  with 
are  as  follows s-

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  Buckley  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Central 
Flintshire  Water  Board } and  is  providing  for  this  area  principally  from 
two  sources. 


(a,)  Reservoir  at  Cilcain. 

(b)  Alwen  Reservoir  via  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct. 

These  supplies  are  fed  into  the  two  covered  service  reservoirs  at 
Prenbrigog  from  where  they  gravitate  to  feed  the  Urban  area. 

During  the  year  the  booster  has  been  put  into  operation  and  this 
at  first  caused  a considerable  number  of  burst- water  pipes.  The  Water 
Board  had  also  to  lay  new  mains  in  certain  parts  of  Buckley  where  the 
existing  mains  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  the  pressures  involved. 
Once  this  work  has  been  completed  the  complaints  of  poor  water  supply 
and  discoloured  water  should  soon  disappear. 

During  the  year  8 samples  of  drinking  water  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 
Of  these s 7 were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory.  Regarding 
the  unsatisfactory  sample  this  was  taken  up  with  the  Central  Flintshire 
Water  Board  who  investigated  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample.

To  ensure  a satisfactory  swimming  bath  water?  testing  is  carried  out 
regularly  for  chlorination  and  acidity.  Twelve  samples  of  water  were 
obtained  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological 
Examination.  All  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


The  causes  of  the  majority  of  complaints  received  during  the  year 
can  be  classified  under  two  headings 

(a)  A factory  manufacturing  cement. 

(b)  A factory  manufacturing  pipe  ware. 

As  both  of  these  processes  are  registered  under  the  Alkali  Works 
Regulations  the  complaints  were  passed  on  to  the  Inspector  concerned. 

This  has  resulted  in  some  improvement  at  the  process  manufacturing  cement 
but  it  is  unlikely  that  any  improvement  can  be  expected  at  the  other 
factory  due  to  the  method  of  manufacture  and  firing  which  will  probably 
prevail  -until  about  1970  • 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  question  of  caravans  “being  used  as  permanent  dwellings  is  not 
causing  any  serious  concern  in  the  Urban  District.  It  has  been  necessary 
on  a number  of  occasions  for  action  to  be  taken  under  the  Bye-Laws 
governing  Buckley  Common  for  the  removal  of  caravans  used  by  Gypsies 
and  Itinerant  traders  who  have  visited  the  area. 

The  problem  of  Gypsies  and  Itinerant  traders  has  been  reported  upon 
during  the  year  in  a study  carried  out  during  19&5  an(^  19^6  • In  “the  main 
this  report  urges  local  authorities  to  set  up  suitable  sites  for  this  type 
of  person.  It  is  expected  that  legislation  will  be  introduced  during  the 
coming  year  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  this  report. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative  who  made  225  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year.  All  types  of  properties  have  been  inspected 
and  treatment  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered.  The  Council's 
Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works  were  periodically  treated  and  treatment  of 
sewers  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.  The  following  table

SEWERAGE 


During  the  year  the  building  of  the  new  sewage  works  at  Drury  was 
started  and  this  had  almost  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
will  allow  the  commencement  of  building  of  new  properties  to  be  carried 
out  within  the  Drury  area. 

No  further  progress  has  been  carried  out  in  the  Alltami  Scheme  and 
this  is  likely  to  be  delayed  for  a considerable  length  of  time.  It  is 
becoming  increasingly  obvious  that  with  the  increasing  number  of  houses 
being  built  in  Buckley  over  the  last  few  years,  the  Council  will  soon 
have  to  look  at  the  question  of  providing  for  the  increased  flow  of 
sewage  at  the  Padeswood  works.

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has 
been  maintained. 

The  Council’s  fleet  now  consists  of  the  following  vehicles0- 

1-18  Cu.  Yard  Karrier  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Vehicle  Purchased  1962 , 

1-12  Cu.  Yard  Karrier  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Vehicle  Purchased  1963 .

All  these  vehicles  are  fitted  with  diesel  engines  which  are  proving 
quite  satisfactory  and  economical.

1 Tip  Attendant. 

During  the  year  approximately  1,400  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and 
disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Etna  Tip.  This  tip  is 
rapidly  being  filled  and  unless  an  additional  area  can  be  provided  adjoin- 
ing the  existing  tip  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  a new  tipping  area 
should  be  acquired  in  the  near  future. 

Some  two  hundred  (200)  additional  new  properties  have  been  built 
during  the  year  and  these  have  been  absorbed  into  the  existing  rounds. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  staff 
and  also  the  change  over  from  the  use  of  the  galvanised  dust  bin  to  the 
storage  of  refuse  in  paper  sacks. 

I have  always  had  the  co-operation  of  my  foreman  Mr.  S.  H.  Fletcher 
and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  in  providing  a first  class  service  for 
the  removal  of  refuse  within  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  replace  any  of  the  staff  during  the  year.
